He showed the reporter through 
the stable tents and explained the sys- 
tem under which the horses were fed 
and groomed. Among the whole half 
thousand horses not a blemish wa* to 
be seen. They are all sleek and hand- 
some, the result of constant care. A 
veterinary sutgeon is carried to min- 
ister to their ailments.

It, ha* seventy men 
on it* pay-roll steadily. 


v The company operates * {arc* band 
mill near Beckwlth, where It own* 
several thousand acre* of splendid yel- 
low pine timber. 


In Reno it has a large lumber yard 


and a planing mill, where the lumber 
is finished and manufactured Into sash- 
ea, door frames and other building sup- 
plies , General mill work is done. The 
establishment ia completely fitted with 
up-to-date machinery. 


The lumber yard was recently moved 


to East Fourth street where greater 
room and better ahlping facilities could 
be had. 


The ground occupied by the yard Is 


760x410 feet. Spur tracks run in from 
both the Central Pacific and Nevada- 
California-Oregon roads. Over a mil- 
lion feet of lumber 4s stored in the 
yard and carloads are dally received 
from the band mill,

WSPAPfcRI 
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MACARONI WHEAT. 


T 


HE circular from the Agricultural Department, 
relative to the cultivation of Russian or maca- 


roni wheat, which The Journal mentioned some time 
ago as forthcoming, has been issued and contains 
matters of general information upon the subject 
which is of especial interest to the people of the 
semi-arid sections of the West. 


The circular speaks of what has been done by 


the Department in the last twenty years in the mat- 
ter of finding and introducing crops adapted to the 
semi-arid districts. Seed corn has been imported 
from Africa, and alfalfa from Turkey, both of which 
have been cultivated successfully and producing 
greater yields than from their native soils. The de- 
partment believes that the cultivation of macaroni 
wheat to be fully as important as any that has been 
successfully experimented, and is confident that it 
may be successfully grown in the plains region of 
the United States far beyond the hundredth merid- 
ian, and only less profitably in all of the States and 
Territories west of that meridian to the Pacific 
Coast. Macaroni wheat as described by Mark Al- 
fred Carleton, the department cerealist, "differs from 
the ordinary bread wheat, and in the field looks 
more like barley than wheat. The heads are flat, 
compressed and bearded, the beard often being 
black; the chaff is usually golden yellow, but some- 
times black, and the grains are large, hard, yellow- 
ish whit"; and clear, or in wheats of the best quality 
sometimes translucent. There are also occasionally 
velvet chaff varieties. 
In Kurope they are known 


simply as hard wheats, or durum wheats. The grain 
is much harder than that of the hardest bread 
wheats, and in the best varieties contain an unusual 
amount of starch. 
The quantity and quality of the 


gluten make them extremely valuable for making 
macaroni. They are extremely resistant to drought 
and resist the attach of leaf rust and smuts to an 
unusual degree. On the other hand, they will not 
withstand the hard winters and are usually grown 
as spring wheats. This fact should not be a strong 
objection to them, however, for the}' will behave 
very differently from the ordinary spring wheats 
grown in Kansas and Nebraska. South of the thirty 
fifth parallel they may be sown in late autumn." 
He adds: "In seeking for crops suitable for semi- 
arid districts we usually have especially in mind the 
benefit of the region and not the crop itself. In the 
case of macaroni wheats, however, it is not only 
true that they can be grown in dry districts, but 
they must be grown there in order to produce the 
best quality of grain and up to a minimum of about 
ten inches annual rainfall, the drier the better, pro- 
vided the rain falls in the proper time and the soil 
is of the right kind."

EDMUNDS ON IMPERIALISM.

HAT 
old-fashioned 
Republican, ex-Senator 


Edmunds, has an article in the August number 


of the North American Review which will not be 
pleasant summer reading for the imperialists. Mr. 
Edmunds makes a searching analysis of the recent 
decision of the Supreme Court in the insular case, 
and reaches the following conclusion: 


"Thus ceded territories become absolutely a 


part of the United States, but their citizens are not 
entitled to some of the protections of the constitu- 
tion against the unbridled power. Whether they 
are entitled to any constitutional protection, or are 
solely dependent on legislative will for the security 
of rights which the constitution makes sacred to the 
people of the several States against invasion by 
Congress, remains to be determined. 


" Are the principles of justice and the necessity 


for constitutional protection against the abuses of 
sovereign power in and by the same government 
superfluous and 
illogical beyond the physical 


boundary of the States?" asks Mr. Edmunds. And 
this eminent Republican continues: 


"The paradox of a sovereignty created and ex- 


isting only by the constitution, but to be exercised 
.contrary to its provisions, may be found to be best 
suited to the needs of twentieth century civiliza- 
tion; but this is more than doubtful. 
Doubtless it 


is mighty convenient, as it always has, been, to 
rulers having aggressive policies, good or bad, to 
carry on, that no barriers to their free exercise 
exist."

A LUCKY COMMANDER. 


E English parliament has made a gift of half 
a million dollars to Lord Roberts "on account 


of his military services in South Africa." But evi- 
dently it was some other reason than was given 
Which actuated the gift. 
Perhaps it was because 


the new king wished it and parliament did not care 
to oppose his wishes, or perhaps it was thought that 
a person upon whom title has been conferred needs 
more money to support it. It could not have been 
soc|i an amount on account of his South African 
achievements as shown in comparison with the re- 
wards that have been made to other British army 
commanders. He was in South Africa but a short 
time, and while it is true that during his command 
the army, achieved more than it had under Btiller, it 


was a larger and better equipped army, while the 
strength of the opposition was less. 
The Boers 


itarted out with practically their full strength of 
fighting men and -the loss of few or many always 
meant the permanent reduction of their forces to 
that extent. It was under his term that the seige 
was raised from the cities remaining hemmed in and 
the Boer capital taken; but there were no large or 
brilliant victories, nor was there anything accom- 
plished that will stand out permanently in history. 
Progress was made on account of overwhelming num- 
bers and that the field visited had not been traversed. 


But Lord Roberts, as a stated recognition of such 


ordinary service, has bjeen rewarded in money more 
lavishly than were the greatest generals that Great 
Britain ever had. The famous Duke of Marlbor- 
ough was shortly before his death allowed a pension 
of $25,000 a year, and the Duke of Wellington whose 
crowning labors were the winning of victories in 
the Napoleonic wars in Spain and at Waterloo, was 
allowed a pension of $20,000 a year. Those were 
the largest sums ever paid as gifts to any British army 
lenders until Lord Roberts was given a cool half 
million of gratuitous bounty. It is a better provis- 
ion than was made for either Marlborough or Wel- 
lington, for the annual income from safe securities 
would amount to more than the pension of either. 
But there was no achievement in South Africa un- 
der Lord Roberts that can be compared with those 
of Marlborough or Wellington, as army commanders* 
Hence the change has come to the donors rather 
than from equalities of conditions to be met.
